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County’s taxp a yers must foot the bill as public sector 
building projects soar wav above budget, sav critics 


BADLY managed public sector 
schemes in Kent have spiralled 
over budget at a cost of hundreds 
of millions of pounds to taxpayers, 
according to a pressure group. 

A report by the Taxpayers Alliance said the 
estimated cost of capital projects in the coun¬ 
ty for the last two years shot up by £334 mil¬ 
lion. 

Its investigation showed Kent was the 
worst offending county in the South East for 
overspending on public schemes. 

Schemes 

Most of the extra cash was because the 
estimated cost of building a new hospital at 
Pembury, near Tunbridge Wells, has rocketed 
by £252.6m, said the Alliance. 

The price tag for transport schemes in 
Kent for the last two years went up by 
£81.4m.

Corin Taylor, research director at the 
Alliance, said: “Public sector capital projects 
in the South East, such as the Pembury hos¬ 
pital scheme, are routinely over budget, cost¬ 
ing taxpayers millions of pounds. 

“This is because the politicians, civil ser¬ 
vants and regional officials lack the manage¬ 
ment experience and subject knowledge to 
run them effectively. 

“The Government needs to get a grip to 
give South East taxpayers value for money.” 

Nationally, he said taxpayers were being 
forced to fork out an extra £23 billion for the 
hundreds of public sector capital schemes 
over budget - the equivalent of more than 
£900 for every household in Britain. 

Transport schemes in Kent that were 
blacklisted as exceeding original price tags 
include the A2 Bean to Cobham, phase two 


(by £54m); the A21 Lamberhurst bypass 
(£14m) and the East Kent Access, phase one 
(£10.3m). 

The transport figures came from a report 
into road-building costs by public spending 
watchdog, the National Audit Office, pub¬ 
lished earlier this year. 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Transport told Kent on Sunday that a “more 
robust” system of estimating costs was being 
brought in. 

Estimated 

He added: “It is wrong to say that money is 
being wasted. The NAO report does not say 
that schemes are costing more than they 
should do, but that they cost more than the 
Highways Agency originally estimated.” 

A spokeswoman for the Highways Agency 
added: “No schemes go ahead without 
approval from ministers.” 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 


said that the Alliance’s projected cost for the 
new Private Finance Initiative hospital - 
£427.6m - was out of date. The original cost 
was £175m. 

The figure of £427.6m came from a report 
handed to MPs from the Health Select 
Committee last October. 

“The figures being quoted are completely 
theoretical,” said the NHS spokesman. “If the 
Taxpayers Alliance had contacted us we 
could have told them so. 

“In reality the actual cost of the develop¬ 
ment, which was nationally agreed and pub¬ 
licised in February, is £225m. Many earlier 
figures like these were based on assump¬ 
tions.” 

The Taxpayers Alliance said the worst two 
government departments for overspending 
were the Department of Health and the 
Department for Culture, Media and Sport.

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‘Gateway on track’ claims 
chief at Kent’s Future Live 

Big guns turn out for KOS Media exhibition 


THE CHIEF executive of the 
Thames Gateway project has hit 
back at criticism that plans to cre¬ 
ate hundreds of thousands of new 
homes and jobs are not moving 
fast enough. 

Speaking at the launch of Kent’s Future 
Live, Judith Armitt pointed to recent develop¬ 
ments in the government project to provide 
160,000 homes and 180,000 jobs by 2016. 

At the event, she issued a rallying call to 
major stakeholders in the public and private 
sector to get behind the project. 

Mrs Armitt told delegates: “There is a huge 
amount of things happening in the Thames 
Gateway, in the Kent part. It is really exciting 
and we really need to get behind it.” 

Kent’s Future Live is the second annual 
exhibition organised by KOS Media, the pub¬ 
lisher of Kent on Sunday, the Saturday 
Observer and wwwkentnews.co.uk. 

Ambitions 

The exhibition, at the Kent Show at the 
County Showground in Detling, was 
launched on Friday with a conference featur¬ 
ing key figures from the worlds of business 
and government. 

Mrs Armitt was answering recent criticism 
of the project, most notably from the National 
Audit Office which published a damning 
report in May warning that more infrastruc¬ 
ture and a single, overall, fully costed plan for 
the Thames Gateway was needed for the proj¬ 
ect to move forward. 

The Channel Tunnel rail link and High 
Speed One at Ebbsfleet were used by Mrs 
Armitt as recent examples of the project’s 
ambitions beginning to be realised.

She said by November 14 this year people 
will be able to travel from Ebbsfleet into 
Europe on the Eurostar and the high speed 
domestic link is set to begin in 2009. 

“This enables 11,500 homes and 20,000 jobs 
to be provided,” Mrs Armitt added. 

She said another step forward for the mam¬ 
moth project was securing planning permis¬ 
sion for the Eastern Quarry at Northfleet - 
this was achieved by agreeing a transport 
package with the Highways Agency 
“It is not fair to say no-one builds any trans¬ 
port infrastructure in Kent. 

“In a local transport context the FastTrack 
bus service has achieved phase one and two, 


A LEADING academic claims Kent 
needs greater entrepreneurship if it is 
to survive changes in the global economy. 

Professor Richard Scase, of the 
University of Kent, called for the creation of 
a “wealth culture”. 

Speaking at Kent’s Future Live, the profes¬ 
sor said there was a need for greater “entre¬ 
preneurship” in the UK’s education system. 

He said investment in infrastructure 
needed to be matched by greater invest¬ 
ment in “highly skilled knowledge jobs” to 
stop graduates moving to London. 

Professor Scase said there were too 
many “lifestyle businesses” in Kent and not 
enough entrepreneurs who “eat, sleep and 
drink their business”. 

“In the last seven years, 2.5 billion people 
have been brought into the global econo¬ 
my, this means huge challenges and threats 
to us but also fantastic opportunities.”

WOMEN think negatively about 
their bodies every 15 minutes 
and just one in five are happy 
with their figures. 

This is according to Kent-based image 
consultancy Hamlyn Nash. 

Deborah Turner and Karen MacPhee, 
who run the business, said women today 
are under enormous pressure to look a cer¬ 
tain way 

They said this pressure has its roots in 
celebrity culture, with role models like Kate 
Moss and Victoria Beckham whose super- 
thin, ‘perfect’ bodies create unattainable 
ideals for the majority of women. 

Hamlyn Nash aims to help people make 
the most of what they have and learn to 
love their figures. 

Miss MacPhee, 33, who is from 
Maidstone, relayed a cautionary tale about 
an eight-year-old girl. 

“It was frightening, she said at school her 
friends would say ‘I can’t eat that it’ll make 
me fat’. It’s scary and by the time they are 
15 or 16 it is too late. They are already in 
that mind-frame and they have access to 
glossy magazines so it becomes ingrained.” 

While many celebrities are criticised for 
being too thin, such as Nicole Richie who 
has come under fire for promoting anorexia, 
Beth Ditto, singer in the punk band Gossip, 
hit the headlines for her outspoken stance 
on body image - and her heavy build. 

Asked if Miss Ditto should do a bit more to 
promote a healthy physique, Miss MacPhee 
said: “It is down to the individual. If she is 
happy being that size, she does seem to 
embrace it, and doesn’t have an issue with 
her body. So people should leave her be.” 

Skinny 

Miss Ditto, a lesbian, is the “coolest person 
in rock”, according to the NME magazine, 
which also nominated her for the “sexiest 
person of2007” award. She weighs 15 stone. 

Miss MacPhee added: “I understand why 
people diet but rather than pigeonholing 
people into obese or too skinny it should be 
about why they are overeating or starving.” 

Mrs Turner, who lives in Rainham, 
agreed, saying: “It is why the [diet] industry 
is so huge. But 70 per cent put weight back 
on within five years and usually more, 
because it only tackles the problem and not 
the cause.” 

Hamlyn Nash claims people can look at 
least 21bs lighter just by wearing the right 
clothes for their shape - creating optical 
illusions of perfect proportions. The consul¬ 
tancy provides people with positive ways to 
address some of their negative thoughts 
about body image. 

Mrs Turner, 37, said: “Glossy magazines 
definitely promote negative body image - 
women aspire to look like Victoria Beckham 
and Sienna Miller. 

“With Kate Moss’s Topshop range - the 
clothes are made for people with a figure like 
Kate’s. When they don’t look good on normal 
women it can add pressure to lose weight.” 

Last weekend, Hamlyn Nash held an 
event at Lenham to give a “motivational 
boost” to new and existing clients to find out 
to dress to look taller and slimmer. 

It was attended by Cambridge Diet repre¬ 
sentative Enid Butler, known as a ‘counsel¬ 
lor’, who gave women a talk about the pop¬ 
ular diet.

THE CAMBRIDGE Diet is a very low 
calorie diet - slimmers start on a plan 
of only 415 calories a day for a month. 

The company said it is intended to 
exploit “the excellent weight loss 
properties of starvation” while pro¬ 
viding the body with all the nourish¬ 
ment it needs. 

Developed by Dr Alan Howard at 


Cambridge University in 1970, 
dieters survive on flavoured soups, 
shakes and nutrition bars. 

Only people with a body mass 
index of more than 25 should use the 
programme, said the company. It 
claims products are only available 
through its ‘counsellors’. 

But KoS found the products easily 
available online at a range of web¬ 
sites including eBay. 

Internet chatrooms provide an 
insight into a community of dieters 
sharing their struggles and battles to 
beat severe hunger pains and 
unpleasant side effects from the diet. 


Diet forum bloggers shared stories 
of taking Immodium to curb diar¬ 
rhoea lasting more than a week as 
well as enduring constipation, 
headaches and tiredness. 

Counsellor Enid Butler, who lives in 
Harrietsham, claimed problems only 
occurred in the first three days. 

The 61-year-old, who has been on 
and off the diet for 20 years, added: “It 
is good for rapid results. If you had to 
lose 11 stone, if you were doing some¬ 
thing like healthy eating, how much 
could you lose a week? The motiva¬ 
tion is you weigh yourself everyday 
and see the weight going down.”

Purvis on the magic of 
Blue Peter and panto 


WITH a stint as an assistant to Dr | 
Who and a long-running present- | 
ing spot on Blue Peter, TV veteran * 
Peter Purvis has one of the most % 
recognisable faces - and voices - in f 
entertainment. 

But he has also carved out a distinguished 
career as a director - with pantomime his 
speciality. 

Working with such comedy duos as Cannon 
and Ball, Hale and Pace and The Chuckle 
Brothers Peter has built a reputation as a 
leading light of popular theatre. 

This Christmas he is behind the scenes for 
Snow White and The Seven Dwarfs which 
runs at Dartford’s Orchard Theatre from 
December 1 to January 13. 

Magical 

The show - which stars Coronation Street 
actress Wendi Peters - will be spectacular 
said Peter. 

“Its a typically magical production,” he said. 

“The script is just being finished and obvi¬ 
ously the story is in place anyway as it is so 
well known. 

“But we have managed to put a highly orig¬ 
inal slant on things - it’s not quite as ‘panto’ 
as some may expect. We have a lot of music 
and spectacle.” 

As a director. Peter said he is confident that 
this production will deliver “great costumes 
and excellent sets.” 

He also explained why pantomime has 
such a special place in the hearts of theatre 
goers. “The majority of people don’t really 
think about going to the theatre most of the 
time,” he said. 

“But during the Christmas holidays it is a 
major event and for many people it is their 
first chance as parents to take their children to 
see a live show. 

“Of course many then come again - even if 
it is only to another pantomime.

“There are of course the spin-offs. Some people 
may become regular theatre audience members 
- others get bitten by the bug and actually 
want to go ahead and perform themselves. 

“But mainly it is the feeling of that special 
time of year when a new generation of chil¬ 
dren are introduced to the magic of the 
pantomime.” 

Peter also believes it is vital the members of 
the cast he works with appreciate and under¬ 
stand their roles. 

“I think it is vital that the actors and 
actresses treat their parts as seriously as they 
would in any other production,” he said. 

“They must make sure they do - however 


absurd the character they are playing may be. 

“I mean, there are no such things as fairies 
or giants - but the cast must believe there 
are. Otherwise the whole thing will not work. 

“As a director I have to ensure that the 
people I work with really believe in the roles 
they are playing. 

“There was a time, around 15 years ago, 
when television effects and what is possible 
on screen became so sophisticated, audiences 
were turning away from the theatre as it just 
could not compete. 

“But now I feel the stage is fighting back 
and part of the reason it is managing to 
compete is that performers do believe in 


what they are doing and are very successful at 
maintaining the illusion.” 

With a lifetime in the entertainment busi¬ 
ness, Peter has many memories - but two jobs 
in particular stand out. 

“One is when I was in reporatory theatre - 
it was one of the best times of my life, if not 
one of the best paid,” he said. 

“And of course the other is having a part in 
Blue Peter. Again it wasn’t particularly lucra¬ 
tive, we didn’t get paid a fortune. But to my 
mind nothing could beat that job. 

“I’m still in touch with John [Noakes - for¬ 
mer co-presenter]. He lives in Majorca now 
and he’s fine and we still keep in touch.”

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Police hit by gun 
licence raid fiasco 


A MAN cleared of a string of 
gun offences has revealed his 
firearms licence was renewed 
by cops just two weeks before 
he was arrested. 

Antiques gun dealer Michael 
Shepherd, 56, of Dartford, spent 10 
months in prison after being arrested 
in September last year by officers 
from the Met’s Operation Trident - 
who found 900 guns and 4,000 round 
of ammunition at his home. 

But the gun expert has revealed 
that officers from Kent police had 
renewed his firearms licence just two 
weeks before the raid by the black- 
on-black gun crime squad. 

Mr Shepherd, who was cleared of 
13 gun-related charges and had 10 
other charges thrown out at the Old 
Bailey last month, said: “Every single 
one of those guns I had stored in my 
house are legal to own and sell. 

“Two weeks before I was arrested

and thrown in jail I had Kent Police 
officers stand in my building 
amongst all my guns and they 
renewed my Registered Firearms 
Dealers licence.” 

Antique firearms 

Mr Shepherd, who spent 10 
months in two of the UK’s toughest 
jails - Pentonville and Belmarsh - 
said that if the Operation Trident 
team had picked up the phone to 
Kent police they would have discov¬ 
ered he was not a gun runner, but a 
trader in antique firearms. 

The 56-year-old said he was 
warned that he faced a life sentence 
if convicted of the crimes he was 
accused of. 

He added: “I would be the first to 
congratulate Trident if they seized 
900 illegal guns, but they didn’t. Why 


would a killer buy an antique weapon 
from me for £2,000 when he could get 
a sub-machine gun or an Uzi for a few 
hundred quid off the street? 

“I have spent 10 months in jail on 
remand for a crime I did not commit. 
I can never get those 10 months of 
my life back.” 

A spokesman for Kent police con¬ 
firmed that officers had visited Mr 
Shepherd’s home and had renewed 
his gun licence. 

The spokesman said: “Kent Police 
carried out all the inspections that 
we are legally authorised to do. 

“No weapons were found that he 
was not allowed to have and no pro¬ 
hibited weapons were recovered from 
inside his premises.” 

Mr Shepherd is currently seeking 
legal advice to find out if he can 
claim compensation for his time in 
prison and loss of earnings.

Stuck avoiding racers

COUNTY hall bosses want urgent 
talks with satellite navigation 
companies after a Slovenian lorry 
driver wedged his 40ft vehicle 
between houses in Mereworth. 

Kent County Council said it wanted to 
ensure navigation networks understood that 
the county’s smaller roads were unsuitable 
for large vehicles. 

The trucker whose lorry blocked a road on 
Sunday blamed his sat-nav system for direct¬ 
ing him off the M20 and down a country lane 
during the Tour de France. 

The truck driver, who had never driven in 
the UK before, said he was following direc¬ 
tions from his navigation device towards 
when his lorry - carrying 22 tonnes of paper 
- got stuck in a bend in the small village of 
Mereworth, near Maidstone. 

Recovery teams hitched the cab off the truck 
before removing remove the rest of the lorry. 

Residents complained of the high number 
of HGVs in their quiet village every day. 

Sarah Pascoe said: “We have had lots of 
council discussions over the past five years, 
and we actually made a specific request by e- 
mail to Kent County Council Highways to 
ensure there was temporary signage during 
the Tour de France. 

“We have got a sign saying ‘Unsuitable for 
large vehicles’, but some foreign lorry drivers 
don’t understand it - they only understand 
the red warning signs with an actual width 


restriction on them.” 

Ms Pascoe had returned from a Tour de 
France partyto find her home had no electric¬ 
ity after the lorry pulled power cables down. 

Another residemt, Bob Richardson said: 
“The number of lorries turning up here is get¬ 
ting absolutely ridiculous. 


“There’s very little room for manoeuvre at 
the best of times, and it’s a hundred times 
worse when you’re driving one of those hulk¬ 
ing great things.” 

The truck driver, who was on his way to 
Wales, had to be treated for shock after the 
incident

Castle setting for 
classic love story 


THE world famous Globe theatre 
company are performing a period 
version of the Shakespearean 
tragedy Romeo and Juliet at 
Leeds Castle this weekend. 

The show premiered at the his¬ 
toric venue on Wednesday and 
perfomances are scheduled for 
today and tomorrow 

This is the first time for 400 
years a troup of actors has left 
the confines of the Globe for a 
national tour. 

A spokesman said: “Just as 
with the actors of Elizabethan 
times our artists are performing 
not in theatres, but in a collection 
of the UK’s most picturesque and 
historically resonant settings. 

“The troupe of actors are enter¬ 
taining outdoor crowds with a 


stripped-down version of 
Shakespeare’s classic love story, 
true to the old principles of tour¬ 
ing theatre. 

“Recent historical evidence has 
indicated that touring was a reg¬ 
ular part of Shakespeare’s com¬ 
pany’s work, not simply a 
response to plague or the disap¬ 
proval of the city fathers, as was 
previously thought.” 

Dominic Dromgoole, artistic 
director of Shakespeare’s Globe 
added: “The Globe was bom out 
of a touring company culture, and 
that culture remained vital to it 
while it flourished. 

‘We are delighted to be explor¬ 
ing again the tradition of taking 
Shakespeare into non-theatrical 
spaces.” 


Flood threat 
homes facing 
insurance ban 

HOMES along the Thames Estuary could be 
put on a flooding blacklist by insurance com¬ 
panies. 

The stark warning from the Association of 
British Insurers could see thousands of 
pounds wiped off the value of homes and mak¬ 
ing them extremely difficult to sell. 

It could also scupper the proposed plans to 
build thousands of new houses along the 
North Kent corridor. 

The alarm comes after insurance companies 
started to count the cost of the flood damage in 
northern England. 

As they count the cost in damages, insurers 
have developed a ‘risk map’ of the UK which 
includes an area stretching from Thanet, 
through Swale and Medway to Gravesend. 

It takes into account rising coastal water lev¬ 
els, the increase in rainfall levels in recent 
months and the state of flood defences - 
recently criticised by the National Audit 
Office. 

A spokesman for the Association said: “Our 
model takes into account the condition of flood 
defences. Clearly if they are falling to bits they 
are not going to do much good.” 

More speed traps 

SEVEN new speed camera vans are now oper¬ 
ating across the county. 

The vehicles -mn by the Kent and Medway 
safety Camera Partnership - are branded 
with a logo and camera signs. 

They are an upgraded version of similar 
trucks already in use with more room for the 
camera operator and more equipment. 

A spokesman said: ‘We do not want to catch 
motorists out - we just want them to take 
responsibility by slowing down.”

6ft lin, and 
I’m just 12

THERE are problem dealing 
with some aspects of your life 
when you are 6ft lin - more so 
when you are a girl aged just 12. 

But Tara Savage, from 
Benenden, has grown up well 
adjusted, and despite her height, 
she is determined to lead a com¬ 
pletely normal life. 

She has appeared alongside 
other supersize kids in an ITV 
programme called Britain’s 
Tallest Teens, shown on 
Thursday 

She does admit she faces adoles¬ 
cence with trepidation and is wor¬ 
ried her growing will never stop. 

The one-off documentary fol¬ 
lowed three tall teenagers and 
their battle with everyday life. 

From finding a bed long 
enough to sleep in and clothes to 
fit, to later on in life and finding 
cars to fit into, medical issues 
and of course finding romance. 

Tara’s mum Sue, said: “She’s 
still growing and will be for at 
least four more years. 

“She’s slowing down, the 
growth rate, but it could poten¬ 
tially be she ends up at 6ft 7in 
tall.” 

During the programme, Tara 
goes to see a growth specialist to 


find out, as she approaches her 
13th birthday, whether she’s 
ever going to stop growing. 

Tara towers above her class¬ 
mates as the average height for 
a 12-year-old is usually around 
five feet. 

She said: “I don’t think I could 
take it if I was much taller. 

“I did have a choice when I was 
11 that when I reached six foot 
that I could take a pill to stop my 
hormones, to stop me growing. 
But I decided not to do that, and 
just to let nature take its 
course.” 

Anxious 

Sue added: “People will always 
look at her differently. She’s 
always been off the charts for 
height.” 

The programme followed Tara 
as she visited a growth specialist 
at hospital to see just how tall 
she will eventually be. 

An incredibly anxious Tara is 
measured and her hands are X- 
rayed so doctors can work out 
her bone age and potential fur¬ 
ther growth.

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Paramedics saved by 
twins, says new mum 


A MOTHER says she owes the 
lives of her twins to the hard 
work and skills of South East 
Coast Ambulance Service staff. 

Sarah Wheeler, 31, from 
Aylesham, gave birth to twins, 
Jaime and Rayleigh, 16 weeks 
prematurely last year. 

They weighed just lib lOoz 
and lib lloz respectively, but 
are now doing very well. 

When paramedic John 
Hunnisett arrived Sarah had 
already given birth to Jaime and 
was ready to give birth to 
Rayleigh. 

John said: “The first baby was 
quite blue so I carried out CPR 
which is quite challenging on 
such a small baby but she start¬ 
ed to cry and I was able to cut 
the chord.” 

He then requested the assis¬ 
tance of a midwife but while he 
was on the phone, Sarah started 
to give birth to the second twin. 


The second baby was born 
‘upside down’ and not was 
breathing and technician Raren 
Lawrence started carrying out 
CPR, which bought the child 
round. 

Sarah, who had had IVF treat¬ 
ment to conceive, only realised 
the danger her daughters faced 
when she arrived at hospital. 

Survive 

She said: “It only hit me just 
how bad things were when at 
the hospital we were told to 
except the worse. 

“I don’t think anybody expect¬ 
ed them to survive. I really feel 
we owe the lives of our daugh¬ 
ters to the persistence of the 
ambulance staff. 

“I just want to say a big thank 
you to everyone who has been 
involved with my twins. I really 
can’t thank them enough for 
what they did.”

ROAD TO NOWHERE: The ‘Lost O’ artwork was causing havoc, claimed drivers 

Driving us to 
distraction?

TOWN HALL chiefs have 
ordered an artist to tear down 
his work after he installed 10 
random road signs at a busy 
junction on a main road - send¬ 
ing motorist round the bend. 

More than 100 motorists complained that 
the signs - which included a no-entry sign, 
a one-way sign and a mini roundabout sign 
- had caused at least 12 minor accidents. 

The installation on the new two-way road 
outside Charter House is part of a series of 
outdoor shows which won a £50,000 grant 
from the Arts Council, has been slammed 
as “ridiculous” and “dangerous” by drivers 
and transport chiefs. 

Driving instructor David Somerville, said 
the exhibition, called ‘Lost O’, was causing 
havoc. 

He said: “It is horrendous. If that is meant 
to be art it’s a load of rubbish. 

“The signs are totally confusing and driv¬ 
ers - especially learners - don’t need addi¬ 


tional distractions. That junction is confus¬ 
ing enough anyway” 

Resident Aim Steare agreed, adding: “I 
have seen drivers slam on the brakes to 
stop and stare at it. They don’t know which 
of the signs to obey 

“It is amazing that it was allowed in the 
first place. It’s going to cause an accident if it’s 
not taken down immediately It seems like 
any old rubbish can be called art these days.” 

Confusion 

A Kent Highways Services spokesman 
added: “We are aware of the concerns about 
it being misleading and will be looking at 
the signs and their position.” 

A KCC spokesman said that although it 
“recognises the value of art work” it was 
scrapping the project. 

The spokesman added: “After reviewing 
the siting of two of the Lost O art works, the 
council has decided they should be moved 
to other nearby locations to avoid possible 
confusion for drivers.” 

It coincided with the conversion of the 
town’s ringroad to two-way traffic.

A TORY MP has blasted a plan to 
shut down part of Orpington 
Hospital just four years after it 
was opened at a cost of £8 million. 

Bromley Hospitals NHS Trust says it 
needs to save at least £20 million by the end 
of the year, but the MP doubts the validity of 
the figure. 

The suggestion to close the Treatment 
Centre at Orpington Hospital has been float¬ 
ed by troubleshooter Antony Sumara, famed 
for turning around ailing trusts. 

He is the new acting chief executive of the 
Bromley trust and was made Turnaround 
Director for NHS London earlier this year, a 
job he is still doing. 

John Horam, Tory MP for Orpington, says 
he is dismayed at the possibility the centre 
could be closed as it treats some 3,500 
patients a year and is a help in cutting wait¬ 
ing times in A&E units. 

He said: “They are robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. I believe they are looking to close the 
Treatment Centre at Orpington to help pay 
for the Private Finance Initiative hospital in 
Farnborough, which opened at about the 
same time.” 

He said the Princess Royal University 
Hospital, which was opened by Princess 


Anne, needed huge cash injections to pay off 
interest payments to banks and backers. 

Mr Horam said: “The Treatment Centre is 
taking pressure off accident and emergency 
services. But now we hear London may be 
getting something called polyclinics, which 
will also take pressure off A&E departments 
by allowing groups of GPs to take care of 
minor injuries. 

“So what’s the point of closing down a unit 
already going just that? The staff enjoy work¬ 
ing there, and of course the patients love it. 

“It would be crackers to close it down when 
it has only just opened, is doing a great job, 
and could be replaced with other similar 
units. This centre needs to be used to the 
maximum capacity - not shut. 

“I was told the trust needed to save £12.5 
million, but now I understand it’s closer to 
£20m - but I just don’t know where they get 
the figures from. 

“They seem to have come out of nowhere. I 
have it on good authority this centre was 
breaking even operationally and is not losing 
money.” 

The Bromley Hospitals NHS Trust con¬ 
firms it faces serious financial problems and 
needs to find up to £20m savings this year to 
balance the books. 

The trust said it “needs to consider all ways 
of saving money and to ensure we match our 
services to the levels commissioned. 

“One area under review is the future use of 
Orpington Hospital. There are no firm plans 
or decisions at the moment. 

“All options and ideas are being considered 
and we are collecting all the data before any 
decisions are taken. 

“This will include ensuring we make best 
use of the operating theatres and out-patients 
across the trust, maintain safe levels of 
patient care and continue to reduce waiting 
times towards the target of 18 weeks from 
referral to treatment by December 2008.” 


Yes to 6,000 homes 


PLANS to build up to 6,250 homes over 
the next 20 years close to the Bluewater 
shopping centre has been approved by 
councillors. 

An application to develop Eastern Quarry 
in Swanscombe was granted outline 
planning permission by Dartford’s local 
authority, subject to conditions.

Vineyards vow not to 
wine about the rain 


TOP winemakers say the continuing rain will 
not spell an end to the rising reputation of 
Kentish vintages. 

In recent years wines from across the coun¬ 
ty have gained an enviable reputation - eclips¬ 
ing many from traditional strongholds such as 
Italy, France, South Africa and Australia. 

This has largely come about because of the 
hot summers which have created the right cli¬ 
mate for growing high quality grapes. 

The county has even been marked as a 
potential location for top French champagne 
houses looking to expand. 

Optimistic 

Other factor such as soils and south-facing 
slopes have also contributed to the rising staus 
afforded Kent wines worldwide. 

But experts cite global warming and 
increased summer temperatures as the major 
factor - sparking fears that this year’s vin¬ 
tages could halt the trend. 

This week Frazer Thompson, managing 
director of Chapel Wines near Tenterden, said 
he was still optimistic that this year would yet 
again see top quality wine being produced. 


He said: (t We actually had a great start to the 
summer but the last three weeks have been 
pretty bad. I know we needed rain - the soil 
could have done with it. 

“But maybe we did not need it in quite the 
quantity we got it. 

“Grapes are pretty hardy things and they 
will have plenty of time to reeover. Also we are 
not far int the growing season and we have 
most of this month, then August and 
September, before the harvest. 

“So we are still optimistic - especially as 
recent forecasts have indicated an upturn in 
the weather.” 

One convert to wines produced in the county 
is top sommelier Matt Skinner - an 
Australian who stocks the cellars of restau¬ 
rants run by his friend, the TV celebrity chef 
Jamie Oliver. 

Matt said: ‘When I got to the UK five years 
ago I never thought about English wine. 

“But when I tasted it, the wine was about a 
hundred times better than I thought it would be. 

“I think in recent years English wine produc¬ 
ers have travelled the world and bought back 
good techniques.”

• 350 pedestrian and cycle crossings controlled by signals 

• 130,000 traffic signs 

• 28,000 trees along roads 

• 170,000 road drains 

• 300 miles of cycle routes.

IT IS a classic David versus 
Goliath tale of villagers pit¬ 
ted against a giant utility 
firm. 

Local people were horrified when 
Southern Water revealed plans to 
build a large and unsightly filtration 
plant at the bottom of picturesque 
Throwley valley. 

The valley is located within the 
Kent Downs area of outstanding 
beauty (AONB), south of Faversham 
and between the two huge growth 
areas of Thames Gateway and 
Ashford. 

Residents, led by Ray Dennis, were 
determined not to let the tranquil 
spot be ruined by ugly development 
and demanded a meeting with 
Southern Water. 

Following the strength of opposi¬ 
tion, the firm backed down and 
revised its proposals so that most of 
the work was done underground. 

Tranquility 

Sir Ronald McIntosh, the former 
director general of the National 
Economic Development Council who 
lives in Throwley, said the local com¬ 
munity would continue to fight to 
ensure the surrounding countryside 
was protected. 

“Throwley valley is a place of 
exceptional beauty and tranquillity,” 
he said. “In the next decade we must 
expect relentless pressure in this 
part of Kent for all kinds of inappro¬ 
priate development. 

“The local community believes it is 
essential, for future generations as 
well as our own, to resist these pres¬ 
sures so that the area’s special char¬ 
acter can be preserved.” 

The local parish council was 
informed of Southern Water’s plans 
in September, 2005. The firm wanted 
to build the filtration plant on the 
site of an existing pumping station to 
reduce cloudiness in the water. 

But residents realised the potential 
damage the proposals could cause, 
said Sir Ronald. 

“It was clear from the plans that

this plant would be unsightly and 
obtrusive and that the visual impact 
on the valley would be highly detri¬ 
mental.” 

A meeting with Southern Water 
was hastily arranged through local 
MP Hugh Robertson and the firm’s 
representative, its director of assets, 
Niall Mills, agreed to re-examine the 
plans. 

The idea of a filtration plant was 
withdrawn and flushing equipment 
was installed instead, largely under¬ 
ground. They then planted trees and 


landscaped the pumping station. 

A spokeswoman for Southern 
Water said: “The original filtering 
process would have involved exten¬ 
sive development of the site above 
ground, whereas the solution we 
have provided mostly involves pipes 
below ground. 

‘We were delighted to come up 
with a solution which was acceptable 
to the local community as well.”

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Green legal 
challenge to 
County Hall 

ENVIRONMENTALISTS have launched 
legal action against Kent County Council 
in a bid to block a factory from being built 
near Wrotham, writes Jenna Pudelek . 

Keep Boroughs Green (KBG), an organi¬ 
sation set up to protect the countryside, 
has initiated a judicial review claiming the 
council has acted unlawfully. 

Concrete manufacturer Celcon applied 
for planning permission to build a factory 
near Wrotham on greenbelt land and in an 
area of outstanding natural beauty. 

KCC issued a Lawful Development 
Certificate (LDC) on the condition the com¬ 
pany funded the Borough Green bypass. 

KBG chair Ron Saunders said: “We do 
not oppose road development per se, but it 
is totally wrong for KCC to trade industri¬ 
al planning consents in environmentally 
sensitive areas for infrastructure invest¬ 
ment, particularly roads which should be 
publicly funded.” 

A public inquiry was launched in May to 
decide whether the factory was given the 
go-ahead, but Mr Saunders’ organisation 
believes the LDC issued at the time was 
unlawful. 

Planning consent for the new road 
between the A25 at the Dark Hill round¬ 
about and the A227 Borough Green Road 
was given in 1991. 

But permission only lasts for five years 
and KBG claims the council has failed to 
meet a further 11 conditions of 16 criteria 
needed for the project to begin.

Life in the world’s busiest sea lane 

with the captain of PAP’S Pride of Kent

THE views from the bridge were 
staggering. The P&O ferry Pride 
of Kent had left Dover two-and- 
a-half hours earlier and was now 
pulling out of the Port of Calais. 

In the distance, 22 miles away, Kent’s 
famous White Cliffs could be seen as a 
broad, bright chalk line. It prompted 
Captain Richard Gardner to comment 
about the fine visibility that morning. 

He is a good judge of these things. It was 
the start of his second trip that day, and one 
of 35 crossings he will command during his 
week’s work as master. 

Pride of Kent is a busy ship. Almost 180 
metres long, 30,635 tonnes gross and built at 
Bremerhaven, Germany, in 1991, it was com¬ 
pletely refitted in 2003. A full crew of more 
than 100 rotate a week on/week off shift 
pattern and, as Capt Gardner points out, 
“spend half their year afloat”. 


Docking 


The ship is powered by four Sulzer diesel 
engines, giving a speed of 21 knots, and 
makes short work of the English Channel in 
anything but the worst weather. Only in 
winds of over 40 knots, a force eight, is any 
assistance needed in docking. 

It can carry 115 lorries or 520 cars, along 
with 2,000 passengers and crew It has 
three restaurants, three separate licensed 
bars, two coffee shops, a games zone, as well 
as duty free shopping facilities and Bureau 
de Change. 

If you travel club class and hours of driving 
have taken their toll, you can even have a 
massage from the ship’s qualified masseur. 

Capt Gardner, 57, of Ramsgate, has worked 
on ferries since 1979. He became a captain 11 
years ago. In a previous life he was a deep-sea 
ship’s officer, travelling the world. 

So what was the appeal of joining the 
cross-Channel service? “Working in the 
world’s busiest sea lane with its constant 
challenge,” he said. As I looked out from our

vantage point on the bridge, this 
motivation came into sharp focus. 

Once our 40-minute turn¬ 
around time in Calais was over 
and the Pride of Kent was loaded 
again with holidaymakers, lor¬ 
ries and cars, we were ready to 
head back to England. 

The captain took the helm to 
manoeuvre the ship from the 
restricted space of the harbour. 
He implemented the ‘red zone’ 
command, strictly banning any 
distractions to the bridge. This 
applies to entry and departure of 
either port. 

With just small movements of the 
helm, engines and bow thrusters, 
he reversed Pride of Kent away 
from pier number six and turned 
her in a graceful arc almost within 
her own length. It was a lesson in 
first-class seamanship. 

As we left the harbour, Capt 
Gardner hands the Pride of Kent’s 
helm back to a senior officer. He 
told me with great pride that she 
was a very manoeuvrable ship. 
This seemed a genuine under¬ 
statement considering the grace of 
the manoeuvre we had just exe¬ 
cuted in an object so large. 

Re-crossing the Channel I 
asked him about safety and the 
reply was again made without a 
moment’s hesitation. 

“It is the paramount considera¬ 
tion in the running of the ship,” 
he said. “After the Herald of Free 
Enterprise disaster lessons were 
learnt and regulations are con¬ 
siderably tighter.” 

The possibility of a terrorist 
attack is also considered, although 
it has never been raised above the 


lowest level. He took me to the 
locked bridge door and showed me 
the aircraft-style entry system. 

His warnings to smaller boat 
owners were clear. “Use common 
sense and stay out of the middle 
of harbour entrance channels. 

“We can see you clearly if you 
have a proper radar reflector, as 
most yachts do nowadays, but 
please do make sure you fit one.” 

Looking around me at the 
detailed, 360-degree views the 
numerous high-tech radar screens 
on the bridge were giving, this 
seemed very sound advice, even to 
my untrained eye. 

Red zone 

Then suddenly we were 
approaching Dover and the 
bridge entered the ‘red zone’. A 
well-ordered hush descended. 

Capt Gardner issued his com¬ 
mands and observations to the 
other officers. The state of the 
tide, direction and speed of wind, 
the movement of other vessels 
and how he intended to approach 
the dockside were all covered. 

Taking over the helm he slowed 
the ship for its harbour entry. As 
we passed through the pier heads 
he lined up Pride of Kent for its 
final approach, we glided towards 
the dockside. The huge bulk of 
the vessel twitched as he made 
slight alterations to the helm. 

Final contact with the land was 
so slight it would not have broken 
an egg. “She can be held absolute¬ 
ly still in a broadside wind of 
40 knots,” said Capt Gardner. “A 
manageable ship.” 

Leaving Dover for my drive 


home along the M20, with its 
roadworks and delays, I could see 
Pride of Kent leaving harbour 
once more and steaming back 
towards France. 


The sea reflected the glint of the 
congestion-free sea. Pride of Kent 
looked as tidy a vessel as you 
could imagine: a busy ship under 
the command of a happy captain.

THE ADVENTURES of Britain’s 
most famous fictional spy are con¬ 
tinuing in a new book. 

Author Sebastian Faulks has written a new 
James Bond novel - more than 40 years after 
the character’s creator Ian Fleming died. 

The book, Devil May Care, which is set dur¬ 
ing the Cold War, was approved by Fleming’s 
estate and is being published in May, 2008. It 
will mark the centenary of Fleming’s birth. 

The British author, who has written novels 
including Birdsong and Charlotte Gray, said 
he had tried to stay as faithful as possible to 
Fleming’s original Bond. 

“My novel is meant to stand in the line of 
Fleming’s own books, where the story is 
everything,” Faulks said. 

“In his house in Jamaica, Ian Fleming used to 
write a thousand words in the morning, then go 
snorkelling, have a cocktail, lunch on the ter¬ 
race, more diving, another thousand words in 
the late afternoon, then more martinis and 
glamorous women. In my house in London, I 
followed this routine exactly, apart from the 
cocktails, the lunch and the snorkelling.” 

Faulks said the book marked “the return of 
the gunfighter for one last heroic mission”. 

The author added: “He has been through a 
lot of bad things. He is slightly more vulnera-

ble than any previous Bond but at the same 
time he is both gallant and highly sexed if 
you like.”

Sandcastle 
competition 
builds funds 
for charity

EVERYONE enjoys long sum¬ 
mer afternoons making sand- 
castles on the beach. 

Last Sunday, more than 100 people 
combined this quintessential^ English 
seaside activity with an effort to raise 
money for a youth charity 

Eighteen teams battled it out during 
the event, on Folkestone’s Sunny Sands 
Beach, with proceeds going to the 
Church Street Project in the town. 

Artist Shane Record, who organised 
the contest, said: “The event allowed us 
to continue to demonstrate that art and 
creativity can have a direct and positive 
impact on the local area.” 

Mr Record, who lives and works in the 
town’s Creative Quarter, thanked those 
who entered and said he hoped it could 
become an annual event. 

More than £500 was raised for the 
Church Street Project. Troubled youths 
from all over Shepway are referred to 
the charity, which helps them by using 
art as a form of therapy 

Mr Record, 33, had the idea for the con¬ 
test because many of the children use sand 
trays as part of their counselling - and 
because Folkestone has great beaches. 

Emotional upheaval 

He explained the work of the Church 
Street Project, which relies on donations, 
fund-raising and the occasional grant. 

“There’s a group of people that provide 
art therapy and counselling to kids with 
problems - kids who don’t attend school, 
kids who don’t like to do any work 
because of various issues they often have. 

“It gives them a chance to express 
them in a less direct way and it is very 
conducive to them then actually becom¬ 
ing less resistant to learning, starting to 
go to school and being able to cope with 
family situations.” 

The Church Street Project was set up 
three years ago. 

Vicki Regan, the charity’s head thera¬ 
pist, said it was established against a 
backdrop of funds being cut in schools. 

“The children that we see are normal¬ 
ly suffering from emotional upheaval, 
whether that be conflict at home, abuse, 
neglect or maybe struggling with 
changes in home life,” she said. 

Mrs Regan, who is also head psy¬ 
chotherapist at the Channel School in 
Folkestone, said she gives about 40 ses¬ 
sions a week to children through the 
Church Street Project.

Campbell remembered 


JAMIE McGINNES recalls 

an intense encounter with 

Labour’s former kina of sp in 


ALASTAIR Campbell is a 
complex man. On the one 
hand he is known for his 
bullish and fiery treat¬ 
ment of newspaper editors 
who rubbed him up the 
wrong way. 

On the other, he has freely spoken 
of his experience of having a nervous 
breakdown when the pressures of 
work became too much. 

It was with the knowledge of 
Campbell’s apparent disdain for all 
journalists that I went to interview 
him before he gave a speech to busi¬ 
ness people in Kent last year. 

With all the fanfare attached to 
his talk at the Ramada Hotel, near 
Maidstone, it was easy to forget 
Campbell was not a senior politi¬ 
cian, but merely a former journalist 
who began his trade at the 
Tavistock Times newspaper in 
Devon - then went on to enjoy an

unusually close relationship with 
the countiy’s leader. 

In person, Campbell was assured, 
confident and even aggressive 
when talking politics. 

After lecturing me about how 
regional journalists merely wanted 
to ape reporters on national news¬ 
papers, he was distinctly unim¬ 
pressed when asked topical ques¬ 
tions about Tony Blair’s relation¬ 
ship with Gordon Brown. 

The undisguised look of contempt 
on his face was not one I was used 
to encountering in my years of 
being a journalist. 

It was the kind of look Fleet Street 
reporters became accustomed to 
when he was working in the corridors 
of power at Westminster, from 1997 
to 2003, first as the Prime Minister’s 
spokesman and then director of com¬ 
munications and strategy. 

Jonathan Holborow, editor of the 
Mail on Sunday from 1992-1997, 
said his abiding memory of 
Campbell was receiving a phone call 
from him the Friday before the 
newspaper was due to publish part 
of an expose about the work of MI5. 

Campbell demanded to know 
what was going to be published. 
When Mr Holborow refused, an 
injunction was served stopping the 
paper from printing the story. 

“Campbell was an out-and-out 


political appointment who had too 
much power and too much influ¬ 
ence,” said Mr Holborow, who is 
chairman of the Folkestone and 
Hythe Conservative Association.

His phone call to Mr Holborow - 
and horrified reaction to my ques¬ 
tions - say a lot about the kind of 
man Mr Campbell is. 

Whether you like him or loathe 
him, his loyalty to the Labour Party, 
Mr Blair and their policies cannot 
be faulted. 

Questioning any of them was - 
and still is - tantamount to a per¬ 
sonal attack for Campbell. Indeed, 
the extent to which he has left out 
detail in his new diaries of the 



infighting between Mr Blair and Mr 
Brown speaks volumes. 

His lasting impact, however, has 
been to create more tension between 
the Government and journalists. 

In a recent speech, Mr Blair 
admitted the media’s relationship 
with politicians was “damaged” and 
in need of repair. 

And Campbell’s obsessive hoard¬ 
ing of information and policy of 
farming out stories to his favourite 
correspondents was one of the 
causes. 

Ann Widdecombe, Tory MP for 
Maidstone and The Weald, said of 
Campbell: “He made spin into an 
art form. People didn’t know what 
to believe and what not to believe 
at afi.” 

But it is important to remember 
that although its members criticise 
him, the modern Conservative 
Party’s increased reliance on public 
image is clearly an acknowledge¬ 
ment of the success of New Labour’s 
management style under Campbell. 

He did make a difference - right 
or wrong - but not, perhaps, as pro¬ 
foundly as we sometimes think. 

Professor Adrian Monck, head of 
journalism at City University in 
London, said: “I think people have 
almost forgotten him already.”

ORLANDO Bloom, the 
Canterbury-born 
Hollywood star, is set to 
make his West End 
debut tomorrow. 

He will star in the play, In 
Celebration, by the playwright 
David Storey 

Set in a Yorkshire mining 
town, the 1969 play is a far cry 
from the exotic swashbuckling 
sets of the Pirates of the 
Caribbean series. 

Mr Bloom, 30, said: “Theatre 
acting is just a different muscle, 
and I’m sort of shocking it into 
life. 

“Right now, I’m finding the 
rehearsal space where we’re 
working in a very intimidating 
place, much more so than any 
$300 million movie set.” 

The A-list actor studied at the 
Guildhall School of Music and 
Drama, appearing in plays 
including The Seagull, Twelfth 
Night and Trojan Woman. 

Speaking to London’s Evening 


Standard, he revealed his fears 
about returning to tread the 
boards after almost 10 years. 

He said: “Doing all these big 
movies, there’s not the same 
skill set needed.” 

In the play he stars as Steven, 
one of three brothers returning 
to the north for their parents’ 
ruby wedding anniversary. 

But the celebration is soured 
as the explosive complexities of 
family life emerge and long-held 
grievances surface. 

Bloom said: “I’m shocked to 
say I didn’t really know the play. 
At drama school, you do 
Chekhov, Tennessee Williams, 
Sam Shepard, all the greats and 
I mention those three because I 
think that David Storey as a 
playwright has a lot of those 
qualities: there’s a lot of subtext 
and so many layers.” 

In Celebration explores the 
fallout experienced by the 
brothers after they are alienated 
from their roots and thrust into a 
different socioeconomic existence.

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‘No excuse’ for 
prison failings 

MAIDSTONE prison has faced severe 
criticism for failing to tackle bullying, a 
serious drug problem and dirty and 
unhygienic conditions. 

The prisons inspectorate report also 
slammed provision for sex offenders, 
stating: “Many could pass through 
Maidstone without any interventions to 
reduce their risk to the public.” 

Chief Inspector of Prisons Anne Owers 
said: “HMP Maidstone is an overcrowded, 
dilapidated Victorian prison, poorly 
designed and resourced for its role as a 21st 
century training prison.” 

An entire wing was found “unfit for 
purpose” but was still in use due to prison 
overcrowding. 

“Managers need significant national and 
regional support to realise their ambitions 
to improve the prison, but they must also 
address a number of failures in basic 
hygiene, cleanliness and decency for which 
there is no excuse,” Ms Owers added.

The Government says more people will have 
access to maintenance grants when they go to 
college or university 

Stephen Ladyman, MP for Thanet South, 
said: “There are a lot of children from house¬ 
holds on low and medium incomes in Thanet 
and Dover and this announcement means they 
will get extra help when they go to university 

He said: “No-one should be put off going to 
higher education because of fears that they 
won’t be able to make ends meet.” 

Students from families with incomes up to 
£25,000 will be entitled to full grants in the 
future and students from families with incomes 
up to £60,000 will now be eligible for a grant. 

“Over all, about 50,000 more students will 
get a full grant,” said Dr Ladyman. 

Students will also have greater flexibility for 
repaying the loans. Starting in 2008, once they 
graduate, they will get the option of taking a 
repayment break of up to five years.

Antique opportunities to 
train for a new career 


STUDENTS at a college are being 
given the opportunity of restoring 
priceless pieces of furniture of 
national importance. 

South Kent College, which is the only col¬ 
lege in the South East outside London to offer 
courses in making and restoring furniture, 
can boast of being trusted with priceless 
works from the Palace of Westminster. 

Through a new agreement between the 
palace and the college, students on the HND 
furniture course are able to restore pieces of 
wood that belong to the national collection. 

Their first challenge was what was origi¬ 
nally thought to be an antique, early 19th 
century teapoy - a small piece of furniture 
designed to hold tea. It was offered to the col¬ 
lege for restoration following a visit to the 
Palace of Westminster last year. 

Lecturers from the college met Graham 
Goode MBE, head of design and furnishing, 
who is in charge of the antique collection and 
this led to a new collaboration between the

college and the palace. 

Mr Goode subsequently visited the stu¬ 
dents’ summer show, With the Grain, and has 
complimented the students on their skills. 

He said: “A transformation has been 
achieved and the quality of workmanship is 
excellent, commensurate with any of the pro¬ 
fessional restorers methods used on our col¬ 
lection here. It shines out as being restored 
using the best museum practice and I am 
very grateful.” 

The students had to research the back¬ 
ground of the piece - and found it probably 
was not a teapoy after all. It was most likely 
a piece of church furniture that ended up 
being used as a plant stand and that is where 
most of the damage probably occurred. 

Karin Rothwell, HND lecturer, said: “The 
piece was very damaged. 

“Sections of wood had come off, there was 
splitting and lifting of the veneers through 


shrinkage and damage to tracery on the lid.” 

The students had to replace modern screws 
that had been used to repair the antique in the 
past with antique ones, and finally match the 
newly carved pieces to the correct colour. The 
piece is now ready to be returned to the palace. 

The written report compiled by the students 
will now be placed in the palace archive and 
has become a part of our national history. 

Experts at the palace plan to send further 
pieces to the college for conservation and 
restoration following their initial success. 

And the college said there are still spaces 
for students on the HND in fine craft and 
restoration, who will have the chance to work 
with the special antiques. Students often 
progress on to careers in restoration or furni¬ 
ture making, with some setting up their own 
businesses, said the college.

PEUGEOT would never 
admit it, but its 307 model has 
been off the pace in the Ford 
Focus sector for a while. 
i A recent facelift to 
include the new corpo¬ 
rate ‘grinning shark’ 
grille helped update 
the car’s image a bit, 
\ but it remains a poor 
drive and lacks interior 
panache compared with 
top-notch rivals like the 
Focus, VW Golf and Vauxhall 
Astra. 

So, the French company has 


high hopes of the new 308 
arriving in September. 

Like its predecessor, it has a 
tall profile to enhance interior 
space - although the 307 
flattered to deceive in this 
respect - and Peugeot prom¬ 
ises that this car will be a 
more rewarding drive. 

However, modem car sales 
are as much about green cre¬ 
dentials in both the fleet and 
private markets nowadays, 
and Peugeot is making much 
of the car’s slippery shape and 
low emissions - the 88bhp 1.6 


litre HDi diesel emits only 
120 g/km of C02 and thus 
squeezes in the ‘B’ band for 
car tax. 

That engine is one of 10 
power options split 50/50 into 
petrol and Peugeot’s highly- 
rated diesels. 

No prices are being quoted 
yet, but we can expect 
the hatchback to be the first 
of a range of different 
versions likely to include 
a conventional estate, SW 
MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) 
and convertible. 


1-Series Coupe adds grace 


IF you think the visual 
appeal of the BMW 1-Series 
sags somewhere about the 
midriff, then the forthcoming 
Coupe could be the remedy.

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Jeep locks on with Patriot 


HAVING spent half a century 
establishing one of the world’s few 
genuine off-road brands there is a 
risk in offering a cut-price entry 
model. 

But Jeep has pulled it off with the new 
Patriot. Priced from less than £16,000 there 
are bound to be compromises, so don’t expect it 
to go yomping off into the wilderness like its 
bigger sisters. 

But there is a real off-road ruggedness about 
the baby Jeep that you won’t find on ‘soft-road- 
er’ rivals like the Toyota RAV4, Honda CR-V 
and 4x4 versions of the Nissan Qashqai. 

It also suggests a more adventurous life 
than other perceived targets such as the MPV- 
style VW Golf Plus and even family hatch¬ 



backs like the Ford Focus - all within range of 
keen Patriot pricing. 

The Patriot press preview pulled no punch¬ 
es; despite being lower slung than a Jeep 
Cherokee, the Patriot coped with rough rock- 
strewn trails, water-filled tracks and even the 
dreaded ‘elephant’s steps’ where the car is 
made to pivot on just two diagonally opposing 
wheels. 

All of this was achieved on standard road¬ 
going tyres too - impressive stuff. 

Its ‘Freedom Drive 1’ system delivers fuel- 
efficient front-wheel drive-only most of the 


time, but transfers more urge to the rear 
wheels whenever the need for extra cornering 
stability or grip is detected. 

In addition, a handle engages 4x4 off-road 
mode in sticky situations, beefing up rear 
wheel driving power and matching the car’s 
ABS and other driving aids to the rough stuff. 

It is no substitute for systems on senior Jeep 
models, but effective for a 4x4 car at 
these prices, although few people will opt for 
the £15,995,2.4 Sport petrol entry model even 
if it undercuts some equivalent 4x4s by nearly 
20 per cent. 

In the real world, it is the £18,795 Patriot 2.0 
diesel in well-equipped Limited trim that 
should sell best and it still makes equivalent 
RAV4 and the CR-V models look pricey. 

Then again, Chrysler/Jeep/Dodge models 


are usually aggressively priced and a 
favourable dollar/sterling rate must help, but 
comer-cutting is often easy to pick up - the 
cheap and cheerful Dodge Caliber interior 
being a clue to that car’s bargain price. 

The Patriot’s interior also misses the target 
a little, but everything else is so spot-on that 
this newcomer is sure to do real damage to the 
competition. 

It is also nicer to drive than its no-nonsense 
looks suggest; helped by another outing for the 
VW 2.0 turbodiesel and six-speed gearbox fit¬ 
ted in the Dodge Caliber, Jeep’s rugged new 
baby is at home on twisty roads and motor¬ 
ways as much as muddy tracks and delivers a 
potential average of more than 40mpg - not a 
bad riposte from the 4x4 camp as the global 
warming arguments heats up.

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Youth, looks and style 


BAD news first - the all-new 
Skoda Fabia won’t worry BMW 
MINI dealers. 

But that is all down to the good news: 
Skoda’s junior model is still good value so you 
cannot expect the style, street cred and extra 
dosh that goes with the upmarket MINI. 

Nevertheless, the new Fabia should sell on 
merit more than ever before, partly because it 
is now better looking, echoing the rival Suzuki 
Swift with a cropped off rear pillar that cre¬ 
ates the impression of a lower and racier car. 

The other big plus is that youthful supermi¬ 
ni buyers are now less likely to be put off by 
the old stigma of‘that badge’; consistently high 
rankings for customer satisfaction and Fabia 
launch publicity including the now famous 
‘baked Fabia’ have caused quite a sea change. 

Young buyers know they won’t be keeping 
up with the MINI set, but they buy something 
cheaper with style and panache of its own. We 
can also expect Skoda to follow up with its own 
image-enhancing ‘Cooper-ised’ fast model in 
the style of the old Fabia’s superb vRS diesel 
hot hatch. 

The line-up’s VW diesels - two 1.4 and one 



1.9-litre - again steal the show for economy, 
with the 80bhp 1.4 able to average over 60mpg. 

But the frugal new 1.2 three-cylinder alu¬ 
minium petrol unit developed by Skoda is gen¬ 
erating most interest. 


Available in 60 and 70bhp versions it can 
average nearly 48mpg and, importantly, the 
smaller output version allows the Fabia to be 
priced from £7,990 - very affordable for a 
roomy well-built thoroughly modern five-door 
supermini. 

However, the more powerful version fitted to 
our test car proved buzzy and a possible irri¬ 
tant on a long run. 

Do not let this put you off the Fabia though, 
because there are excellent alternatives - 
diesel options start at under £10,000 - and the 
Fabia design is top notch. 

Like so many new rivals, it falls into what I 
call the ‘supersize me supermini’ bracket like 
the Renault Clio III, Fiat Grande Punto and 
the Peugeot 207. These cars are nibbling away 
at the family hatchback or Ford Focus sector as 
the trend to downsizing gathers momentum. 

It is likely the new Fabia’s steroid course will 
also allow the Czechs to slot in a smaller three- 
door city car or budget spin-off at a later date 
- as Renault, Fiat and Peugeot have all done. 

Inside the Fabia, you soon see how that short 
rear pillar has tricked your eyes; the new car 
is relatively tall and roomier all round with 
good rear headroom, making it more practical 


as well as smarter than the frumpy original. 

Boot space is one of the best in class and bor¬ 
rows a clever feature from the Roomster MPV 
sister model; it is a clip-in ‘basket’ that corals 
shopping or other wayward items and comple¬ 
ments the deep boot’s shopping hooks, lashing 
points and handy bins. 

The rear seats fold completely flat, though 
you get to see how flimsy the seat bases are 
when you flip them forward to allow the seat 
backs to fall flat. 

Standard kit is generous for this class 
though you need to trade up to mid-spec ‘Fabia 
2’ level (from £9,720) to get air con thrown in. 

The interior is far livelier than in the old car, 
but it is still here that Skoda’s efforts to keep 
prices down and perhaps not encroach on 
VWs territory are most obvious - the plastics 
are hard and unyielding rather than the soft 
touch variety seen on rivals chasing better-off 
supermini fans. 

The car is good to drive though; apart from 
the three-pot 1.2 engine, our car felt refined 
and was a good mix of comfort and tautness. 

It turns in enthusiastically and the only 
slight disappointment is the overly-light 
gearshift.

MOTORCYCLE registrations have 
defied gloomy predictions prompted 
by consumer uncertainty, inflation 
and other depressive influences. 

They are running nine per cent ahead of the 
same period in 2006, with mainstream bikes 
leading the charge at 9.4, though even the all- 
important mopeds category was up 6.7 per cent - 
showing that there are still plenty of new recruits 
to two-wheeled travel.

KENT businesses are expect¬ 
ed to have taken almost 
£40 milli on during the first 
stage of the Tour de France 
last weekend, according to 
Kent County Council. 

More than two million people lined 
the streets to watch the riders tear 
past, and many of them will have 
spent lots of money on souvenirs, food 
and drink, as well as many other 
incidentals. 

Businesses along the route like 
restaurants, pubs and cafes contin¬ 
ued to party long after the caravan 
and riders had passed. 

Roger Gough, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for 


regeneration, said: “The initial reports 
from along the route suggests Kent’s 
communities have enjoyed a multi¬ 
million pound economic windfall. 

“A big thank-you must go to our 
partners, including SEEDA and the 
local authorities along the route, 
which have supported the Tour in 
Kent so enthusiastically.” 

Iconic 

Fran Warrington, the head of Kent 
Tourism, added: “From a tourism 
perspective, television images of 
Kent’s countryside and historic 
buildings, including the iconic 
Canterbury Cathedral, being 
beamed into millions of homes 
around the world is invaluable. 

“Cycling is an increasingly popular 
holiday experience and we anticipate 
many overseas visitors choosing to 
cycle large parts of the Tour’s route 
and our network of cycle paths which 


in turn will boost our many tourism, 
leisure and hospitality providers.” 

Five of Medway’s biggest hotels 
were fully booked as thousands of vis¬ 
itors flocked to Medway and stayed 
after the race to enjoy the attractions 
on offer, filling shops, local pubs and 
restaurants and visiting tourist 
attractions. 

Jo James, the director of member¬ 
ships for the Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “Many businesses in 
Canterbury, Ashford, and Tenterden 
enjoyed doing brisk business. 

“I wouldn’t say it was a boom time, 
but the people I have spoken to are 
very happy with the Tour. 

‘We are now looking forward to 
many more tourists coming to the 
area after they saw all we have to 
offer on television. I would hope they 
are attracted to the magnificent coun¬ 
tryside, towns, and villages along the 
route of the race.” 


Media cycle gets word out 


A LEADING Kent public relations 
company has welcomed a survey 
which found the people of Kent were 
far more aware of the Tour de France 
than those living in London. 

Maxim PR, based in Tunbridge 
Wells, worked closely with Kent 
County Council to ensure the public 
was aware of every aspect of the big 
cycle race which passed through 
Kent last Sunday. 

Research from analysts Synovate 
for Transport for London showed 
people in Kent were far more aware 
of the Tour’s visit than those living in 


London. People were quizzed during 
May, a month before the race. 

Maxim director, Andrew Metcalf, 
said: “These figures are a resounding 
endorsement of the power of PR as a 
promotional vehicle. 

“Developing close relations with 
national and regional media, through 
press briefings, hosted visits and 
news-based press releases has deliv¬ 
ered higher awareness of the Tour in 
Kent than in London.” 

The research showed television 
was the most frequently cited way 
that people found out about the Tour 


(31 per cent), with articles in the 
press being the second most com¬ 
monly cited medium (23 per cent). 

Mr Metcalf added: “Our first job 
was to highlight the size and scale of 
the Tour, which, unless you’ve seen it 
before, is hard to imagine. The media 
very quickly bought into the impact 
that this global spectacle would have 
on Kent.” 

People were asked to name sporting 
events taking place this year: 27 per 
cent of those in Kent said the Tour de 
France without prompting, compared 
to just six per cent of Londoners.

Talks to drive 
Open forward 

Tournament chiefs aiming to set 

new date to boost crowd numbers

ORGANISERS of the Ladies 
English Open are to open negotia¬ 
tions with the Ladies European 
Tour in an effort to boost the 
event’s status on the calendar. 

Although the event was hailed an organisa¬ 
tional success with healthy crowds and an 
exciting leaderboard right up until the final 
day, the lack of a big-spending sponsor con¬ 
tinues to cast a shadow of doubt over the 
event’s future in the county. 

Staged for the last four years at 
Biddenden’s Chart Hills Golf Club, the threat 
is once again being made that unless the 
event can take a step up to the next level in 
terms of prize money and coverage, it could 
still be switched elsewhere. 

Chart Hills is owned by the Leaderboard 
Group which has other courses in Oxford, 
Hampshire and East Sussex - all potential 
alternative venues. 

Although magazine Golf Punk secured the 
title deal for this year’s event, it was more 
cross-promotional than financial for the last 
weekend’s event. 

The price tag for a company to have the 
valuable naming rights for next year will be 
between £60,000-75,000. 

Explains Rod Park, general manager of 
Chart Hills: “From an organisational point of 
view, this year’s event was very successful. 


We had good weather, a great leaderboard 
going into the last day of Karen Stupples, 
Dani Masters, Becky Brewerton and Laura 
Davies, and good crowds. 

“But we could have really done with a big 
sponsor to help it financially. 

“Next year’s tournament is scheduled for 
Chart Hills - but it is difficult to tell at this 
stage. But that’s not a decision for me but one 
for Leaderboard. The question is will switch¬ 
ing it actually change anything? 

“I think we’ve got as much chance here in 
Kent than perhaps elsewhere. At least it is a 
known quantity here. What we have is a 
regional event - a Kent event - but to attract 
more money we need it to become a national 
event, it is, after all the Ladies English.” 

Although last weekend’s event boasted a 
host of well known names and faces, the lack of 
prize money fails to attract the calibre of play¬ 
er needed to guarantee wider TV and media 
coverage, which in turn appeals to sponsors. 

Names 

Park added: “It is a chicken or egg situa¬ 
tion. If we can get a big commercial sponsor 
then the big names will flock. And the money 
and big deals will come if the event can offer 
high levels of exposure. 

“For example, taking it to the extreme, if 
this event was televised live on the BBC on a 
Saturday and Sunday afternoon you could 
expect someone to pay £lm or more for the 
title sponsorship as the exposure would be so 
great. As it is, the coverage we have is a high¬ 
lights package, a week after the event, on

Sky Sports, at night. So opportunities are 
limited. 

‘We need to negotiate what we do and how 
we do it.” 

Becky Brown, commercial manager of the 
LET, confirmed they were open for discus¬ 
sions. She told KoS this week: “The LEO is 
an important event on our schedule. It would 
be great for both the event and the Ladies 
European Tour if the event saw growth in 
future seasons.” 

Between 6,000 to 6,500 spectators attended 
this year’s tournament. The figures were up 
on last year, but Park hinted he was a little 
disappointed despite saying they were 
‘roughly what they expected. 

“The Tour de France hit us pretty hard,” he 
admitted. The tournament was brought 
forward a day to avoid clashing with the 
big race, with the consequence of missing out 
on a potentially lucrative additional weekend 
da/s play. 

The event was eventually won by popular 
Tour regular Becky Brewerton, who secured 
her first title, fighting off the challenge of 
Deal’s Karen Stupples, who finished tied for 
second, and Maidstone’s Dani Masters, who 
finished tied for 16th. 


Lukes like the end as 
Addicks jet off to Spain 


CHARLTON Athletic will jet off to the sun¬ 
shine on Wednesday after getting their pre¬ 
season campaign off to a flyer with two 
friendly victories - and manager Alan 
Pardew has insisted he is targeting yet 
more new recruits, writes Marc 
Harrington.

‘We haven’t spoken about a contract or

him coming to the club, it’s more a case of 
seeing how he gets on.”

But one man rumoured to be on his way 
out is England defender Luke Young after 
he was omitted from the matches against 
the Wings and Tooting & Mitcham, the lat¬ 
ter a 5-0 victory that saw new arrival Chris 
Iwelumo (2), Marcus Bent, Andy Reid and 
James Walker find the net. 

“We’ve had a few phone calls about Luke,” 
admitted the Addicks boss. “I’ve got a lot of 
time and respect for him and I appreciate 
where he is in his career and he wants to 
play in the Premier League. 

“However, that’s not always possible and I 
know that if we don’t get the right offer then 
he’ll stay and be as professional as he is. There 
is no bad feeling and he’s not being difficult. 

“If a decent club comes in and I thought 
the fee was right I’d let him go. 

“In some ways I think he’s a difficult price, 
bearing in mind his age and his England 
experience, so everyone may be a bit nerv¬ 
ous to make that first bid. 

“I’m sure when it comes in, two or three 
clubs will be interested.”

Canterbury hockey star Cathy Gilliat-Smith is gunning for success in 
next month’s Euro 2007 hockey championships - with the prize a 
place at the Olympic Games in Beijing the reward. In her latest exclusive 
column she lifts the lid on preparations in the international camp

ANYONE fancy going to 
the Olympics? Naturally, 
any sportsperson’s answer 
will definitely be yes please’ 
without any hesitation. 

Aside from world cups or 
major championships, the 
Olympic Games are unquestion¬ 
ably the true pinnacle of any 
sporting career and a dream 
that keeps so many of us excited 
and striving hard towards get¬ 
ting there to achieve our goals. 

Following our recent tour in 
June to Azerbaijan where we 
competed in the Champions 
Challenge (a tournament for 
teams ranked between seven 
and 12 in the world) we now 
have the exciting opportunity to 
make that dream come true. 

Finishing third behind China 
and Korea (first and second 
respectively) in pretty hot condi¬ 
tions out in Baku, we have set 
ourselves up to win a medal at 
the forthcoming European 
Nations Cup which will be held 
next month in Manchester - at 
the same venue where the 
Commonwealth Games were 
held in 2002. 

To win a medal of any colour 
at this year's Europeans will 
mean we qualify for the Beijing 
Olympics next summer, and 
after 2004's disappointment of 
not qualifying, we are all doing 
absolutely everything we can to 
make sure we get to fly the 
British flag this time round. 

There is no greater incentive 
than the chance to compete at 
an Olympic Games. 

In our group for the 
Europeans we will face Ireland, 
Italy and Holland. A top-two 


finish in group stages will put us 
into the semi-finals where ideally 
we would like to win and make it 
to the final. 

This way we take the pressure 
off Olympic qualification and 
can really focus on becoming 
European champions, which I 
know all of us are extremely 
keen on. 

Holland are the current world 
champions so will obviously 
pose a threat, and Spain and 
Germany in the other group will 
also challenge for top places, but 
for now we are all completely 
thinking about the first game 
against Ireland. 

To get carried away with any¬ 
thing further would be naive. It 
really is one game at a time and 


the need to take care of every 
single little detail. No matter 
how small it may seem we want 
to leave no stone unturned. 

We are currently training as a 
squad three days a week and 
then the other four we are train¬ 
ing locally to our homes. With 
final selection only two weeks 
away the competition for places 
is certainly the tightest I've ever 
known it. 

That’s fantastic because it 
means whoever does make the 
squad of 18 really is in the best 
shape and on-form. 

For me personally, I have been 
working hard since the disap¬ 
pointment of not making the 
World Cup squad last 
September, and feel that in 


Baku I showed some of the qual¬ 
ities I bring to the team both on 
and off the field. 

I'm a great believer that set¬ 
backs only help you strive more 
to achieve your ambitions, and 
certainly any great sporting leg¬ 
end will be able to describe 
times when things didn't go 
their way. 

Anyone who plays as a striker, 
as I do, knows how important 
form is so it was definitely great 
put a few goals away in 
Azerbaijan. 

I was happy with a few other 
areas which are key to my game, 
although only to a certain extent 
-1 always come away and think 
what else could I have done and 
what more can I do next time? 

At the end of the day you have 
to believe in yourself and every¬ 
thing you do, knowing that if 
you do, whether or not you are 
successful, you will have given it 
your best shot. 

I totally believe in the group of 
players we have at the moment. 
We have a fine blend of youth 
and experience and I think the 
tactics we have been working on 
really do allow us to play in a 
dynamic and exciting way. It 
will also be great to play on 
home turf, hopefully in front of a 
noisy home crowd. 

So many times people are ask¬ 
ing when they can come and 
watch and now we have the 
chance to show everyone that 
we are a force to be reckoned 
with on the international stage. 

I honestly don't think I've ever 
felt this excited about the oppor¬ 
tunities that lie ahead in the 
next 12 months and I'm aiming 
to grab them with both hands as 
I'm certain they will all be life 
changing experiences.

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HE’S BACK: Gills legend Andy Hessenthaler takes on his old club as Dover manager

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
Scally is calling on fans to descend 
on Dover next Saturday as they 
return from a pre-season jaunt to 
France for an eagerly anticipated 
clash against the side now led by 
ex-manager Andy Hessenthaler. 

Ronnie Jepson takes his side across the 
Channel to Le Touquet on Tuesday for a five- 
day session in the French resort before 
returning by ferry on Saturday morning. 

Then it’s straight to Crabble to take on 
Ryman League Division One South promo¬ 
tion-chasers Dover Athletic just hours later 
for a friendly. 

It will be a significant game for both clubs - 
with Gillingham promising a full-strength 
squad boasting their new signings, while for 
Hessenthaler it will be a chance to show off 
the Whites team he has been rebuilding since 
his appointment earlier this summer. 

An optimistic Scally told KoS: (t We hope 
there will be a big turn-out for the game and 
hopefully it will be a sell-out. 

‘We’ll be fielding a strong side, with our 
new recruits and in our new strip.” 

The Gills have also told Dover they can 
keep all the gate receipts from the match. 

Duty frees 

Scally added: “Dover have been good to us 
in the past so we’re happy to let them 
benefit from what I hope will be a big trav¬ 
elling support. 

‘We are keen to support Hess and I’m sure 
we’ll bring him back some duty frees.” 

Hessenthaler was unveiled as the high-pro¬ 
file figure to take the Whites back up the non¬ 
league pyramid after two seasons of just 
missing out at the play-off stage. He replaced 
Clive Walker who has since joined league 
rivals Ashford Town. 

The appointment of Hessenthaler - who led 
the Gills as player-manager before resigning 
to join League Two side Barnet - has further 
strengthened ties between the clubs. 

The time spent in France will include inten¬ 
sive training and some behind-closed-doors 
matches, allowing Jepson to fine tune a team 
who are determined to improve on the last 
two seasons of mid-table League One finishes. 


Scally said: ‘We have one target for this 
season - and that’s promotion. So everything 
we do is geared towards achieving that goal.” 

With goalkeeper Simon Royce set to sign 
terms imminently - a move which should 
ease the goalkeeper crisis at the club - and 
central defender Efe Sodje signing a two- 
year deal this week, the mood in the 
Priestfield camp is positive, despite concerns 
in some quarters that the squad size 
remains small. 

Scally, however, says all is going to plan. He 
quipped: ‘We’ve got 11 players at the moment 
and that’s all we need.” 

Royce, 34, was thought to have signed a 
one-year deal taking him from QPR to the 
League One side where he made three 
appearances during a brief loan spell last 
summer. 

But that news was quickly withdrawn and 
it made clear that while Royce is training 
with the club, no agreement has yet been 
reached. 


His expected arrival does, however, suggest 
Kelvin Jack’s injury woes may continue to 
keep him sidelined. The Trinidad & Tobago 
star made just a handful of appearances with 
Jepson forced to sign a succession of on-loan 
short-stoppers to act as stop-gap solution. 

Scally says talks with player agents contin¬ 
ue on a daily basis and that although he does 
not expect any announcements early this 
week, the new faces arriving at Priestfield will 
continue prior to the season getting underway. 

A significant signing behind the scenes, 
however, is BBC Radio Kent sports presenter 
and commentator Jamie Reid. 

He joins the club a week tomorrow as its 
new media chief - responsible for the club’s 
PR, website and match-day programme. 

He replaces Glen Lauder who quit the job 
earlier this year to join Sky Sports.

Last week’s debacle at New 
Road in the abandoned match 


with Worcestershire saw Kent’s 
squad twiddling their thumbs 
for four days as a soaked out¬ 
field made play impossible. 

The chief executive of 
Worcestershire had vowed to 
stage the game, which should 
have started last Sunday, at the 
ground which just ten days 
prior had been under 4ft of 
flood water. 

But the pitch was unplayable 
leaving Kent chiefs under¬ 
standing of their host’s 
predicament but frustrated at 
the refusal to switch the game 
either to Kidderminster or to 
Beckenham. 

Kent complained to the ECB 
and in a ruling the sport’s 


domestic governing body ruled 
the game to be replayed later 
this month. 

Paul Millman, the club’s chief 
executive, told KoS: “The 
weather this summer has been 
the worst in living memory in 
terms of what it has done for 
cricket this summer. And every¬ 
one connected to a county club 
has faced a dilemma. 

‘We don’t hold any bad feel¬ 
ing against Worcestershire - 
we understand the position 
they were in - but we had to 
argue our case.” 

Tomorrow they face Sri 
Lanka A in a tour match at 
Canterbury - a match likely to 
give youngsters a run out.
